“attend closely,” without being bribed by Salary, Place or 
Pension, just the difference he says ‘“ between a new and virtuous 
People, who have publick spirit, and an old and corrupt one, 
who have not so much as an Idea that such a thing exists in 
Nature’’?; mentions the Defeat of the Ministerial Troops in their 
first Sortie, and describes the affair of the 17th near Charles- 
town: ‘* On their way to this Action, without the least necessity 
they barbarously plundered and burnt a fine, undefended Town, 
opposite to Boston, called Charlestown, consisting of 400 Houses, 
many of them elegantly built ; some sick, aged and decrepit 
poor Persons, who could not be carried off in time perished in 
the flames. In all our Wars, from our first settlement in 
America, to the present time, we never received so much damage 
from the Indian Savages, as in this one day from these.... 
The Congress will send one more Petition to the King, which I 
suppose will be treated as the former was, and therefore will 
probably be the last.” He continues with a long account of 
what the consequences of the War will be, discusses Genl. 
Gage’s ‘*‘ Perfidy,’’ says he is “‘ ashamed to feel any Consolation 
in a prospect of Revenge. I chuse to draw it rather from a 
confidence that we shall sooner or later obtain Reparation ; 
I have proposed therefore to our People that they keep just 
Accounts, and never resume the commerce of the Union till 
satisfaction is made. If it is refused for 20 years, I think we 
shall then be able to take it with interest.’’ He goes on to accuse 
the British of stirring up insurrections amongst the Blacks.

No doubt the very low opinion they have had of 
Egyptian Troops has been changed and they now respect and 
fear us.”’ He contradicts the statement that he does *‘ not hit it 
off with Cromer,’’ which he says is traceable “‘to foreign 
canards.”’ Speaks of the comforts of the troops, ‘‘ but am refusing 
to allow beer to be sent on; I had some experience of it in ’96 ; 
complains that the boots supplied to the men are not good ; 
says “It would be interesting to have a report how our boots 
last on Tommy’s feet,” gives long details of the military position 
both of the Egyptian Army and the enemies’ forces ; asks for 
rewards for his officers, says “‘I concur in what Lord Wolseley 
said about pushing on really good officers while young. ... All 
the troops behaved splendidly. After the fight a Tommy was 
overheard remarking of the blacks, ‘ They be soldiers they be, 
and there is no b y doubt about it.’...I cannot get any 
very definite news from Omdurman, probably no one there 
really knows what will happen, the Khalifa dare not show 
his face—only a few hundred of Mahommed’s men got 
back, most of them died of thirst.’’. .. Asks about the 
Belgians on the Nile, and what legal status have they 
to occupy Egyptian territory, and fears the French will 
replace them. Speaks of the strain of the campaign :— 
‘““T feel just a little the effects of the strain the whole thing 
has been now that it is practically over. I wonder whether 
Iwas a fool to accept the Peerage. I have personally practically 
nothing to keep it up on. ... Really I can hardly realize that all
